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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 31-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. The particular types of metal ions critical or essential to 
the practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the 
disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 
Applicants specification teaches that the metal ion is selected from Groups VIB, VIIB, 
VIIIB, IB and MB, but such is not included in the claims (see page 3 of the specification. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 31-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim as written does not positively state that the polyol is present. It states 
that the metal is effective to catalyze a polyol, but does not state that such polyol is 
present. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 31-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McDougall (5217074). 

McDougall teaches a method of breaking a polysaccharide gel, such as guar 
crosslinked with boron, in a wellbore wherein a palletized metal ion, such as sodium 
acetate, or sodium or potassium fluoride may be used as the breaker (see column 3, 
line 35- column 4, Iine32). Since it is not clear that the polyol is present in the claim, 
such is anticipated by McDougall. 

6. Claims 1-11, 14, 17-28 and 31-40 are allowable over the art of record. 

7. Applicants arguments and amendments are deemed persuasive with respect to 
Card and Harms. Harms teaches the use of an oxidizer breaker, which is excluded 
from the present claims. Card fails to teach the specified forms of the metal ion now 
being claimed. Claims 31-40 are not clear in scope and are thus rejected herein. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
